The Belgians 


The Belgians have tried one of 
the three procedures of colonial- 
ism. The British system, in the 
attempt to prevent being out- 
paced by events, might be called 
political. They granted voting 
rights and set up local govern- 
ments subject to the British gov- 
ernor. The Belgians have used 
the paternal approach. They 
have provided good housing, 
medical care, some schools and 
recreation. But there were no 
political rights. The French used 
a mixture of the two. 


There is a third system, that 
of the Portuguese. It has been, 
and is, one of complete ruthless- 
ness. No politteal or civil rights 
have been granted. The stand- 
ard of living and provisions for 
health and the amenities of life 
are the lowest on that continent. 


It is one of the paradoxes of 
Africa, and one which must 
seem ironical to the troubled Bel- 
gians, British and French, that 
there is less trouble on the sur- 
face in the African holdings of 
Portugal than anywhere else. 
There is good reason for it. A 
police system has been effective 
in jailing any who sought any 
amelioration of the system. If 
terror does not exist, fear does. 
But while wistful, the other co- 
lonial powers know that painful 
though their position is, that of 
the Portuguese will be more vio- 
lent when it does explode, and 
it will. 

Portuguese West Africa 
stretches a thousand miles south 
from the mouth of the Congo, 
and has been held since 157 
Portuguese East Africa extends 
from Cape Delage to the Union 
of South Africa. Both are co- 
lonial in the old-fashioned mean- 
ing of that word. Portugal’s 
schedule for entry into the pres- 
ent turbulent tide of affairs in 
Africa is in the months ahead. 


Their Plight 


Some idea of it may be had 
from the plight of the Belgians. 


Leaders of the independence 
movement in the Congo have ac- 
cepted the urgings of young 


Sekou Toure, president of the new 
republic of Guinea. He envisions 
a great association of African re- 
publics, many of which would cut 
across present colonial boundaries. 


Sekou Toure, who recently vis- 
ited the United States, went home 
with words of friendship for this 
country. 


‘In an address before the Unit- 
ed Nations the young président 
of one of the newest prio gr 
said, in impeccable Oxford Eng- 
lish: 


“We Africans wish ardently to 
see colonialism cut short once and 
for all. In this spirit we call upon 
each: national to pronounce itself 
not upon the right of self-deter- 
mination, which is a right already 
recognized and acquired, but upon 
its real application, without trick- 

or maneuvers, without illusion- 
ary facades or false reserves. This 
affects, of course, the interest of 
Africa. But it is even in the in- 


_terest of the world which cannot 


deliberately deprive itself of the 
creative contribution of 200 mil- 
lion men and women or play with 
the destiny of our peoples in order 
to safeguard the material interest 
of colonial powers.”

NEW .ORLEANS, La.—An Ole 
Miss time bomb that had been 
ticking since Halloween exploded 
New Year’s afternoon and blew 
LSU out of the Sugar Bowl, 21-0. 


Quarterback Bobby Franklin, 
Mississippi’s forgotten football 
man, left 81,500 “live” customers 
and a national television audience 
something to remember him by 
as he supplied‘ the field general- 
ship that designed LSU’s Water- 
loo. 


But it was Jake Gibbs, Rebel 
version of the ‘Rifleman,’ who 
shot the heart out of a courageous 
goal line defense. 


Just when LSU apparently had 
survived a barrage of first-half 
threats, Gibbs zeroed in on Cow- 
boy Woodruff for 43 yards and a 
touchdown, 38 seconds before in- 
termission. It was the first time 
LSU had been scored on by air 
this season. 


Staggered by the Gibbs’ missile, 
the out-classed Tigers were easier 
prey when Franklin went on with 
the brutally magnificent execu- 
tion. 

Fully recovered from an injury 
which had tormented his final 
year, Franklin ran and passed the 
Rebs on scoring marches of 64 
and 74 yards, 


The speedy Clarksdale, Miss., 
senior climaxed both excursions 
with touchdown aerial maneuvers 
that covered 18 yards to end 
Larry Grantham and nine yards 
to halfback George Blair. 


All told, Franklin completed 10 
of 15 passes for 148 yards en-

Three persons died in Georgia highway tragedies during the 
first 22 hours of the long, 78-hour New Year’s holiday weekend. 


One hundred and twenty-two 
accidents caused 50 injuries and 
the three fatalities from 6 p.m. 
Thursday to 8 p.m. Friday, the 
state patrol reported. 


The latest fatality was James 
Harris, 66, of Rte. 1, White Plains, 
Ga., thrown out of a car which 
crashed into a bridge railing at 
2 p.m. Friday about three miles 
south of Greensboro in Greene 
County. 


Two men were killed when a 
car overturned on a rural road 
near Coleman Lake in Emanuel 
County at 11:10 p.m. Thursday. 
They were identified as David L. 
Davis, 21, the driver, of Louis- 
ville, <Ga., and a passenger, 
Emory L. Pope, 27, Of Millen. 


The patrol has forecast 12 
deaths in the state during the 
New Year holiday period ending 
midnight Sunday. Across the na- 
tion 320 road deaths are expected 
during the 78-hour period. 


Elsewhere in the nation 152 per- 
sons had been killed in traffic.

Hooper’s Ruling Is 


Still on the Books 


U.S. District Judge Frank A. Hooper 
has accepted, pending minor revisions, 
the Atlanta School Board’s placement 
plan. 

This was to be expected. The U.S. Su- 
preme Court has declared these laws con- 
stitutional, provided they are not used 
to discriminate. They give unusual pow- 
er to school boards—more than they have 
ever had before. They make it possible to 
assign on the basis of ability and dem- 
onstrated accomplishment. They do pre- 
vent indiscriminate overrunning of any 
school. 

It is too bad that extremists continue 
to deceive the people, saying the place- 
ment law is ineffective. It should be 
noted, for example, that the NAACP op- 
posed the Atlanta plan, as it did those in 
Charlotte, N.C.; Little Rock, and Nash- 
ville, Tenn., where the plans are working 
well and have prevented any overrunning 
of schools. 

It is incredible that some Georgians 
would, to support their prejudices, at- 
tempt to deceive the people about the ef- 
fectiveness of the placement laws. They 
work. They can be administered fairly 
and without discrimination and still pre- 
vent any flooding of a school by new 
pupils. 

Judge Hooper again made clear that 
it is up to the people of Georgia, through 
their legislators, whether they want their 
schools closed. The court will not close 
them. The state is the only agency which 
can force that decision. 

We also think unwise those legisla- 
tors who are proposing that the Legisla- 
ture set up a committee “to study” the 
situation and that this will be an answer 
to the court which will then grant an- 
other year’s delay. This seems a slender 
reed because it is obviously evasive. The 
court will know that an issue which has 
been before the state since 1954 will 
hardly need more study. And anyhow, the 
District courts are bound by Supreme 
Court rulings which specifically deny va- 
lidity to any “schemes” or plans which are 
for the purpose of delay or evasion. A 
legislative study commission would be too 
cynical an answer. 

The school board, too, is warned by 
a legislative leader that it cannot simply 
present the plan to the AssembWy. It can 

consider legislation, not plans. 
At any rate, the issue of schools is 
now squarely up to the Legislature—and 
only the Legislature.: 4

Justice Would Benefit 


From Court Revisions 


The November- December Fulton 
County Grand Jury, like many of its pred- 
ecessors, urged adoption of long-needed 
improvements in court procedures. 

One of the proposals would permit a 
few members of an outgoing jury to serve 
on the following one where the situation 
so warranted. This would be helpful in 
insuring continuity of effort and would be 
especially valuable in concluding investi- 
gations. 

Also the presentments asked that de- 
fendants be allowed to testify under oath 
and to be cross-examined. Present laws 
concerning an accused person’s testimony 
lean over backwards in making things 
easier for the defendant and as a result 
contribute to the difficulty in distinguish- 
ing between truth and lies. 

Then there’s the matter of setting sen- 
tence after guilt has been established. On 
numerous occasions it has been recom- 
mended that the judge, who has access to 
the defendant’s record, set sentence. The 
current presentments, however, ask that 
such records be turned over to juries after 
guilt has been determined and then jurors 
arrive at the sentence to be imposed. 

While such a system would represent 
an improvement over operating in the 
blind as juries now do in setting sen- 
tences in felony cases, the complexity of 
records often is such that legal training 
is necessary for full understanding of 
them. For this reason, coupled with the 
fact that judges for the most part are 
more likely to fix punishment to fit the 
crime, sentencing should be in their 
hands rather than in those of trial juries. 

At any rate, the presentments as a 
whole on revising court procedures are 
constructive and if adopted would pro- 
vide machinery for advancing the cause 
of justice.

‘Outside’ Aid Boosts 
Research and Education 


Those Georgians who sometimes grow 
angry about what they call “outsiders,” 
“Yankee money,” and who are suspicious 
of anything originating outside the state 
borders, may think it bad news to learn 
that the University of Georgia has re- 
ceived more than a million dollars from 
outside sources during the past six 
months. The revenue is being used to 
strengthen teaching and research pro- 
grams.

In addition.the University is receiv- 
ing $44,700 from outside sources for grad- 
uate fellowships.

The Center for Continuing Education 
is one of the most useful assets on the 
campus. Faculty and students wonder 
how they ever got along without it. 

The provincial mind and prejudices 
which resent any new idea, or any out- 
side friends, influences, ideas and finan- 
cial help are certainly of no value what- 
ever. They are a handicap.

And 
we trust it grows.

Lawmakers Should Support 


State Aid to Municipalities 


The issue of state aid to Georgia municipalities has never been 
of greater interest than it is today, when a changing state economy 
and a vital population shift are creating new revenue problems for 
municipal..governments. Once predominantly a rural state, Georgia 
is now caught in the grip of what some have termed an industrial 
revolution and what is undeniably a transformation of personality.

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“industrial research and more 
direct professional assistance to 
communities which are seeking 
industrial development.” 


Continued the committee’s re- 
port: ““The migration to cities has 
placed new demands upon mu- 
nicipal governments for services 
and the revenue sources have not 
expanded and increased with the 
demand.” 

Both the joint. committee's rec- 
ommendations are particularly 
pertinent at this stage of Geor- 
gia development. The constitution- 
al amendment required for the 
granting of state aid will be pro- 
posed in the forthcoming legisla- 


-tive’ session and Georgia law- 


‘makers would do well to give the 
amendment their hearty support. 

If- approved by both the Geor- 
gia. House and Senate, the amend- 
ment would then be taken to the 
voters. Majority approval at the 
polls is necessary for enactment 
of the amendment which would 
place Georgia’s 430 municipalities 
on a par with. its 159 counties as 
recipients of state aid. The 
day when the county was the only 
important unit of government is 
past in this state.

This book popularized the theory of evolution and set off a vigorous” 
conflict between science and religion. For several decades the strug- 
gle continued with neither the churchmen nor the scientists willing 


to give ground. 

Many harsh words were ex- 
changed. Many churchmen spoke 
in ways unbecoming to men of 
God and many scientists spoke in 
an arbitrary and dogmatic man- 
ner that is unbecoming to the dis- 
ciplines of science. 

But in time the warfare sim- 
mered down because men on both 
sides began to see that science 
and religion were not necessar- 
ily in opposition. 

Some of our greatest scientists 
are men of profound religious 
faith and all of us are aware of 
the testimonies they have given. 

One hundred years after Dar- 
win most scientists would relegate 
“The Origin of Species” to the 
shelves of scientific history for 
Darwin's thoughts are hopelessly 
outdated. But a few days ago, 
according to a newspaper dis- 
patch, a centennial celebration 
honoring Darwin was held at the 
University of Chicago. One. of the 
speakers was a world-famous bi- 
ologist, Sir Julian Huxley. 

Among other things Sir Julian 
said: “In the evolutionary pat- 
tern of thought there is no long- 
er either need or room for super- 
natural beings capable of affect- 
ing the course of events.’’ Re- 
ligious organizations, he added, 
are destined to disappear in com-

petition with other, truer and more 
embracing thought organizations 
which are handling the same 
range of raw or processed expe- 
rience. 

Then he concluded: “A religion 
of some sort is probably neces- 
sary, but it is not necessarily a 
good thing.” 

Huxley’s' conclusion that reli- 
gions are destined to disappear is 
not a new thought. Similar ideas 
were expressed thousands of 
years before Darwin. I don’t-pre- 
sume that at this late date too 
many of the scientists attending 
the Chicago convocation were 
profoundly stirred. 

But more than this, I am some- 
what surprised that a_ scientist 
would make such _ unscientific 
speculations. It is not within the 
province of science to offer un- 
tested and unmeasurable conclu- 
sions. Furthermore, I am _ sgur- 
prised that Sir Julian is appar- 
ently so little informed -regard- 
ing the nature of religion as to 
make such a sweeping observa- 
tion. 

I don’t think a rebuttal to Sir 
Julian is essential. We have long 
recognized the validity of religion 
and we all respect and are grate- 
ful for all the wundéprstandings 
made possible through science.

Cooper, out of town to attend a 
football game, was not available 
for comment. He has not taken 
an oath for a new term as mayor. 


Mauney said he did not know 
how the city ~would carry on its 
business without a mayor. 


“T guess the city clerk will have 
to take care of the business,” he 
said.

I should say that you (and many 
other students) are complaining about some- 
thing which you can and should change. Why 
do you always nominate and elect the same stu- 
dents for class, club and student government 
offices? 


School activities are a miniature workshop of 
democracy. If, in school, we vote in sheep-like 
agreement, or if we vote the same way time 
after time out of habit, we not only f ' the 
unhappiness your letter reveals; but we also 
short circuit a democratic duty and privilege. 
School years are for learning. School activities 
should give as many students as possible op- 
portunities to lead. 


Suppose, Jane, that you and your friends who 
are thinking about this problem find some class- 
mates who are dependable and good students 
but who have never held office. Talk about 
these students to your friends. Nominate them 
the next opportunity you have. Don’t settle 
for gripes when you can do something to solve 
the problem. 


For years I have been close to high schools 
and high school students, and for the most part, 
I ‘believe that honor students I’ve known de- 
served the honors. You do not win honors at 
graduation by working hard your senior year. 
As sophomores, you and your friends have time 
to win honors. But honors are not given; they 
are ; 


I do not question that there have been oc- 
casions when a deserving student has been by- 
passed for one that seemed not so deserving. 
Yet I also know the care that goes into the 
selection of scholarship and award winners. 
Faculty members spend .hours and hours over 
school records. The choice of award winners is 
not entered into lightly, and, remember, the 
student has made his or her own record. 


Jane, you and your friends are not really 
on the spot. Leave complaining and quitting to 
infants. Be good class afd club citizens and 
see that all your classmates have the oppor- 
tunity to lead in something. That will take 
work to get them interested just as it will take 
work for you to get on the honors list.

Study of School Discipline Reveals 


‘Spare Rod, But Don’t Spoil Child’ 


By WALTER SULLIVAN 


(Copyright 1959, The New York Times Co.) 


CHICAGO, Dec. 31 — “Spare 
the rod, but don’t spoil the 
child.” This, in essence, is -the 
preliminary conclusion of a 
study of the current crisis in 
scliool discipline. 


The study was carried out 
under Lawrence E. Vredevoe, 
professor of education at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles. His group has visited 
874 schools, both public and 
private, during the past Il 
years. They were in 36 of the 
states, the District of Colum- 
bia and one Province of Canada. 
More than 1,000 teachers and 
administrators were interviewed 
and 4,000 students questioned. 


It was found that the methods 
used to discipline students 
ranged from punishment with a 
whip or rubber Mbse to complete 
disregard of misbehavior. Pro- 
fessor Vredevoe deplored either 
extreme. The most effective 
found, was 


his friends and other students, 
although he admitted that this 
was often difficult. 


Many students expressed a 
preference for corporal punish- 
ment. In interviews with 24 who 
had been disciplined in this 
manner, a majority said they 
preferred it because it was 
over with quickly. Three said 
they received the same treat- 
ment at home and hence were 
used to it anyway. 


In another school. where of-

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fenders were given a choice 
between a beating or some other 
form of punishment, two stu- 
dents said a child was branded 
a coward if he did not accept a 
beating. 


It was found, however, that 
bodily punishment was ineffec- 
tive in improving school disci- 
pline. Likewise the lumping to- 
gether of offenders only aggra- 
vated the situation in a school. 
The wayward student was 
found to be more concerned at 
maintaining his reputation with 
his “‘peers’”’ than with avoiding 
a beating. 


“No general procedure fits 
all cases,” Dr. Vredevoe said, 
“but this study indicates that 
corporal punishment is not the 
answer. Segregation from-others 
where possible seems to be the 
most effective in serious Cases.
